^BK-Authorship. 'The Epistle of P»qI the Apostle to the 
^^Tlebrews,' the &miliar designation, forms no part of the writing 
itselt and lacks the auihority of the oldest manuscripts of the 
New Testament. In these manascripts the title was simply 
' To the Hebrews,' which, in later copies, became ' Epislle of 
Paul to the Hebrews.' Towards the close of the second century 
tbe authorship was associated witb the name of St. Paul ; and in 
the East, from the third centnry, this Apostolic origin was gener- 
ally accepted, and the writing recognised as canonical. Ter- 
tuUian, who was pre-eminent in the Church of North Africa, 
assigned the authorship to Barnabas. In Gome no theory of 
the origin of the epistle was formulated till the influence of 
Athanitsius and other Fathers dominated religious thought in 
the West, and caused Hebrews to be included among the Paul- 
ine writings. Criticism was dead in the Dark Ages, and 
enslaved in the period of Scholasticism. At the Renascence 
and Reformation it was alive and striving for freedom, and 
Erasmus dared to doubt, and Luther to deny, the Pauline 
authorship. The German Reformer suggested that the author 
was ApoUos, ' born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, and mighly 
in the Scriptures' (Acts xviii. 24). Luke. SiWinos., 't-M'i=..

The author, however, is unknown, bul il may be aRirnied that 
his cait of thoDght su{^ests a student of Alexandrian philosophy, 
his style poiols to tui eloquent man, bit allnsions and quotations 
reveal a writer mighty in the Scriptures, and his theology gener- 
ally indicates a Pautinist. 

Place of Writing. The only phrase which suggests a localit;^ 1 
il 'they of Italy salute you' [xiiL 24). No conclusive argument 1 
is posuble from the Greek words, which may refer to Italiau ■ 
either in their own country or in a foreign land. It ii 
noted, however, that there was no one with diocesan authority 1 
lo speak in name of the Christians of Italy, and 01 
from Rome would not describe the city as if it were th< 
It is plausible to assume that the author was beyond Italy, > 
that he sent salutations.

Destination. The familiar title is in harmony with the tiadi< 
tion that the epistle was intended for Hebrews, but it is doubtiid 
if Hebrews rather than Gentiles were addressed. A ipecid, 
community received the letter, since the author had been 
those lo whom he wrote, hoped again to see them, and 
salutations to thdr nilers (xiii. 19, 23, 24). A considerable 
lud elapsed from the dale of their conversion (v. 12). Thi 
after their illumination they had endured a great fight of afHic- 
tion, they were now becoming dull of hearing, slothful, negleclfiil 
nbling, and opposed lo their rulers [i. 32, v. 
siiL 7). Where was this community situated ? The 
if the litle Hebrews be accepted, would be to Judaism |, 
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'to the Hebrews S» intrortuetiie; 

and the Christians in Jerusalem, exposed to ihe most serious 
templBlion, are at once suggested. The first ChrislUns c 
tinued in the Temple service, and were conscious of no revolt 
from the ancient religion. While enthusiasm for Jesus as 
Messiah lasted, and Jewish severity did not separate them from 
Israel, there was no violent break wiib the past. But when this 
severil]' troubled them, and when a!so they heard the doctrir 
that Christianity is more than a perfected Judaism, they wei 
forced to decide between their O'td religion with its splendid 
tradition and Ihe new &ilh without imperial or national asso 
tion. Further, the Christians of Jerusalem are sn^ested, if the 
references to sacriiice and intercession imply that the readers 
were familiar with the Temple ritual. In Leontopolis, :' 
E^pt, there was a Jewish temple, but it lacked the splendour 
of building, the pomp of ritual, and the majesty of tradition, 
whieh made the worship M Jtms&leni SACted id every Jew. If 
it be admitted that the epistle was addressed to Hebrews, grow 
ing cold in their faith, amidst the bigotry of an old religion, what 
more likely than that these Hebrews constituted the Church at 
JerosaUm ? 

It is to be noted, on the other hand, that while there is an 
atmosphere of Israel in the epistle, it is not probable that a 
Paulioist would have been an Bcceptabic adviser to Jewish 
Christians, or that the Greek of the epistle, with quotation 
from the Septuagint, even if intielligible to them, would hav 
been welcomed by citirens of Jerusalem. It may be argued, 
also, that the Gospel bad not been simply con£imed unto 
Jerumlem community * by them that heard Him,' and that the 
niemhers were not in a poiiiion to minister to the wixos. ^^. 
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The Church of Alexandria has also been suggested as the 
destication of the epistle, seeing that the author was acquainted 
with the Alexandrian philosophy. The epistle itself may 
possibly be identified with the Epistle to the Alexandriant. 
specified in the famous Muratordan Canon, which does not 
name Hebrews. A grave difficulty, however, is presented in 
the fact that the writing was seemingly unknown in Akxandcia 
for at least a century after its composition, and, when known, 
Mina associated with the name of St. Paul. 

The destination of the epistle, like the authorship, has not 
yet passed beyond conjecture, though the Church in Rome 
presents the fewest difficulties. The title Hebrews cannot after 
long centuries be cast aside, but it involves a theory which has 
not even a primitive sanction. 

Dutf fhe epistle is undoubtedly post-Paulbe, since the 
writer made use of Galatians, t Corinthians, Romans, and 
probably Ephesians. On the olhei hand, it was anterior to the 
letter of Clement to the Corinthians {circ. gj A.D.}. Internal 
evidence, in the judgment of many critics, places the date of 
composition in the reign of Domitian. The words 'call to 
remembrance the former days, in which, after ye were illumin- 
ated, ye endored a great fight of afflictions' {n, 32) suited the 
condition of Ihe Roman Church during the Neronian persecu- 
tion ; while the admonition, ' consider Him that endured such 
contradiction of sinners against Himself, lest ye be wearied and 
faint in your minds ' (xii. 3), pointed to a new trial, such as that 
which took place in Domitian's reign (81-96 a.d.). The trial 
was just beginning, since those addressed had 'not yet lesisied 
HBUtO blood ' (lii. 4> 
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An cu-lier date hu been accepted by othet critics. The 
writer did not mention the destmctian of Jenmlem (70 a. d. ) ; 
but had it taken place, he would not snrely have passed over in 
silence an event involving the gravest issaes to Israel. Tboogh 
the Temple was not named, the Levilical services were spedGed 
a£lfinvc^e(viii. 4, x. 3, xiiL 10). From this evidence some have 
concluded that the epistle was written before 70 A,D., and that 
the trials were those of the Jewish War (67 a.d.). The argn- 
menl is not however of consequence, since Josepbus and certain 
Rabbinical writers used the present tense in describing the 
Temple services after Ihey had actually ceased. And not with- 
out reason it may be asserted that (he epistle was directed to 
Gentiles at a time when the fall of the Temple was no longer a 

If Rome was the destination of the letter, the internal evi- 
dence, so far as it bears on trials and persecutions, may be 
interpreted as showing that the date of composition was in the 
reign of Domitian. 

Characteristics. The writing is stfted ' a word of exhott^l 
tion ' (xiiL ax) ; and while amply entitled to be so desigtnted. It g 
ii at the same time a treatise on Christianity contrasted with 
Judaism, 'The taste,' says Renan, 'for the little treatises of reli- 
gious exegesis under an epistolary form had made great progress.' 
The author accepted the position of the Apostle of the Gentiles 
re^puding obedience to the law. He did not require, however, to 
engage in a polemic in order to establish the principle of freedom 
from Jewish ceremonial through the Gospel. Yet the occasion 
^^ required a demonstration of the superiority of Christianity over 

^^L Jadaism. Perhaps the unfutftlled hope of the Second Advent^ 
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the ignocnioy ntiachiag to the followers of the CruciGed 
Nazarene, tbe octiul persecution to be endured foi ChrJst'i stkc, 
01 the taunting of the Jew who could boast of a oatiODBl religions 
history, may have shaken the faith of those to whom the letter 
WHS written. Thoughtful men did not require a demonstra- 
tion of the excellence of Christianity over the elTete mythologies 
tillering in the shrines of the empire. Tbe Christian converts, 
however, were familiar with the Old Testament, and Judaism 
presented itself as a spiritual religion boimd up with the history, 
tradition, law and custom of a nation ; while Christianity had 
no local habitation, and according to current standards of worth 
was poor and mean. The recipients of the letter, if Gentilet, 
would certainly not lapse into Judaism, with which they had 
no direct association. The enlightened perhaps would retire 
into an agnostic seclusion of their own souls ; the unlettered pass 
Co nefarious practices of their sscial eommunily. There was 
danger of lapsing of some kind, and evidently it might be pre- 
vented by setting forth Christianity as the absolute religion. 
Tbe writer found in the Jewish- Alexandrian philosophy, of 
which Philo was representative, ideas, methods, phrases to suit 
his main purpose. Philo, who was probably bom in tbe 
generation before the banning of the Christian era and died in 
tbe reign of Claudius (41-54 A.D.), attempted to Hellenlse 
Judaism. Throughout his writings he made an antithesis be- 
tween the eternal world of realities and the present world of 
phenomena, between ideas and their copies ; and thii antithesis 
supplied to the author of Hebrews a conception by which to 
determine the value of Judaism and Christianity. Judaism is k 
shadow (viii. 5, i». 9-14; i, i), Christianity an image or perfect 
copy (viii. 2, x. l) of reality in thi: wnattTi -woiXi^ "i^*- ^i*" 
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tmcdon between the unseen and eternal and the visible and 
transitoiy is illustrated in such passages as : — ' A minister of the 
sanctuary, and of the true tabernacle, which the Lord pitched, 
and not man' (viii. 2) ; ' Christ being cotne an high priest nf 
good thills to come, by a greater and more perfect tabernacle, 
not made with hands, that is to say not of this building ' (ix. t r). 
{See also i. st, xi. 3, 10, 14, xii. 18, 22, 27, z8). 

The Chrislology of the epistle, more elevated than that set 
forth in earlier books, exalted Christianity itseU Moses was a 
servant, Christ is a son (iii. 5, 6). Through Christ God created 
and maintains the world (i. 2, 3). He is, too, a high priest after 
the order of Melchisedec (v. 10), and since His death there is no 
longer need fur sacrifice (ix. 26-2S). The exegesis (chap, vii.) 
by which the mysterious Melchisedec was represented as fore, 
shadowing Christ was based on passages in Philo. The 
Alexandrim described the Logos as ' shadowed forth by Mel- 
chisedec ' and as * the great high priest.' Characteristic ideas, a£ 
the creation of the world through the Son, may be traced to 
Philo's description of (he Logos ; and notable words and 
phrases, such as 'brightness' (i, 3), 'express image '(i. 3), ' place 
of repentance' (xii. 17), are common to Hebrews and the 
Aleiandrian Book of Wisdom, the work of a disciple of Philo. 
Attributes of (he Logos of the Alexandrian metaphysic are 
assigned to Christ, and thus (he epistle marks an important 
stage in the history of (he doctrine of the person of Christ. 
Matthew Arnold in Literature and De^ia described Hebrews 
in these words: — 'Aimost alone in the Bible, it is, like later 
Eheolt^, a nolienal work as distinguished from an experimental 
work. That is, instead of being found (o run up, at las(, into 
an ^^/jf/tirf of the Eternal that makes for righte^ 
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be found to run up into a ««w« of Jesus bdng the Lc^qs, with 
the characters of the Logos as they are stated, for instance, in 
Philo ; and of this being provable ftotn Scripture and pulling 
an end to the old Jewish dispensation. And because of this 
notional cliuacter, later theology has so much used the Epistle 

t'- the Hebrews, and is really in great part built on it.' 
Authorship. Eusebiiu, the church historian of the fourth 
century, included James among the 'disputed books' of the 
New Testament The epbtle was not named in the Mara- 
lorian Canon, whtch probably focmed the list of the books of 
the New Testament, recc^nised by the Western Chnrch in the 
middle of the second century. At the lime of Jerome, who 
lived into the fifth century, all doubts as lo the authorship had 
not been removed, since he wrote : — 'James, who is called the 
brother of the Lord, known also as the Just, wrote one epistle 
only, which is one of the seven Catholic epistles. Yet that 
loo is said to have been set forth by someone else in his name, 
though gradually, as lime went on, it gained authority.' From 
this evidence it may be seen that no early traditioa associated 
the writing with Jatnes, the brother of the Lord, as is now 
generally done by those who date it from the Apostolic age. 
Turning lo the epistle itselt; we find the announcement, 'James, 

Krvant of God and of the Lord Jesus Christ," but this 
not identify the author. The c 
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Ihosc who were addressed may with advantage be examined. 
Unbridled laoguage (i. 36), partiality for the rich and despising 
of the poor (ii. 1-9), envying and strife (lii, 14}, wars and 
fightings (iv. I), cormptioQ through riches (v. 2], were lo be 
fonnd among them. The sins enumerated were surely not 
rampant in the Church at large or in any special congregation 
in the generation which followed the death of Christ. They 
point rather to degradation and corruption, which were not 
manifest so early us the days of intense enthusiasm during 
which James the Jnst was liring. Then, too, it may be con- 
jectured that James the Just was not likely to write without 
affording some indication of his legalistic standpoint, Mnce he 
waj a pillar of the church at Jerusalem ; without reference lo 
the questions dividing the Jewish and Gentile Christians, since 
he was the president of the 'Council of Jerusalem'; or without 
allusion to the Messiahship and resurrection of Jesus, since he 
was one of the brothers of the Lord. This conjecture and the 
evidence, eitcmal and internal alike, point to the conclusion 
that the author of the epistle is unknown, and that be could not 
have been James, the brother of the Lord. 

Place of Writing. The theory that James the Just was the 
author points to Jerusalem as the place in which he wrote the 
epistle. Apart from this theory, however, it has been coif 
jectured that the writing emaruted from Rome, since it presents 
literary affinities with Hebrews, the letter of Clement of Rome, 
and the Shepherd of Hcrmas, which, as internal evidence shows, 
was composed at Rome. 

Destination. The greeting 'to the twelve tribes which arc 
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scattered abroad ' Enggests tha.t the epistle wis directed to Jews, 
and jret Christutns were evidently addressed (ii. I, v. 7). It is 
possible that the writing was intended for the general body of 
Christiims, spoken of here, as probably also in t Peter i, t, as 
Ihc new diaspora, or perhaps for the Jewish Christians, but the 
siiu which were rcbnked seem to point to some special com- 
mnnily- The locality of the community cannot, however, be 



Date. Attempts have frequently been made to show by an 
analysis of style that the epistle was written after Galalians, 
I Corinthians, Romans, I Peter, Hebrews, and before the 
Shepherd of Hermas {tir^, 140 A.D.)> The arguments, how- 
ever, are too subtle to serve by themselves as proofs that the 
composition cannot be assigned to the Apostolic age. The 
anlithesU of works and faith, which is so marked a feature of 
the writing, led certain distinguished critics of the Tiibingen 
school to look on the author as the bitter opponent of St, Paol 
with his theoiy of justification. Little value is now given to 
the argaments of these critics, as a careful examination of 
the words of James makes for the conclusion that he was the 
opponent, not of the Apostle of the Gentiles, hot of certain 
■ntiDomians who, professing that faith alone is necessary to 
salvation, marked a period of decadence of Christian conduct. 
That period may have been coincident with the Apostolic age, 
but again it tnay be said that, so soon after the Gospel had first 
been preached, the Christian community, or the congregation uf 
a district, did sarely not display such manifest signs of corrup- 
tion. It is rather to be conjectured that this anlinomianiiin 
1 dlowed itself in the wide period So ot 90 to ty3 ax \^ »^.m- 
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when Christianily, from Eome cauEe, such as the influej 
Ilcllenisni, was being secularised. A precise date cbtit 
delermined, but the composition of the episLle may be pla 
that period.

FIRST PETER 

Authorship St Peter is so prominently named in the Rrst 
words of the epistle that controversy r^aiding the authorship 
m^ht seem impossible. The writing was known to Polycarp 
and Papias in the earlier part of the second century, and in the 
later was assigned to the Apostle by lrena;us and Clement of 
Alexandria. The use, however, of phrases from Roman!) and 
Ephesians (compare, eg-., Rom. iv. 24, vi, 18, viii. 18, with 
I Pelet i 21, ii. 24, v. t), (compare also Ephes. i. 3, tS-la, 
iii. 5, 10, ii. 18-22, with t Peter i. 3, i. 3-5, i. iq-i2, ii. 4-6), 
(he Pauline tone of the theology, the destination of the letter 
to districts where St. Paul bad laboured, and the absence of 
peiional reminiscences, are dilHculIies besetting the theory that 
I St Peter was the author. Tlie Apostle, too, could not have 
Lwrilten in Greek, the language of the coisUe, "i, la v\»Kkkk. 
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reporti, he required an interpreter and liad to employ Maik (oi 
his pre&ching. Further, it has been asserted that no persecutioili 
i that itnplied in the epistle, took place in Asia Miiut 
(luring the lifetime of St. Peter, and that Christians did not 
suffer for their name so early as Neto's reign. It has be^ 
Eu^ested accordingly that some unknown writer, after dw 
death of the Apostle, adopted his name for purposes of hk 
own ; or that a scribe in perfect good faith introduced into Ibe 
beginning of the writing words concerning St. Feter whidl be 
found orv the mai^in. The difiicutties based on internal evi- 
dence, while formidable, are cat, however, sufficiently strong to 
overthrow completely the exlemal evidence in favour of the 
Fetrine authorship. Silvanus (v. 12), it may be ii[ged, may 
have acted as interpreter and amanuensis, but it is not so easf 
to explain the use of Ephesians, to which epistle its Christ- 
ology and conception of the Church have led many competrat 
critics to assign a post-Pauline date. The Fetrine authorship 
of I Peter implies that Ephesians could have been written 1^ 
St. Paul. So little is known, however, of the later years of 
St. Peter's life that it is at best a conjecture that he wrote the 
epistle. Renan, who has not enjoyed the reputation of a 
conservative critic, spoke thus : — ' If, as we leadily believe, 
this epistle really belongs to Peter, it docs great credit to his 
good sense, to his uprightness, to his simplicity. It is probable 
that, little versed in composition, and not hiding from himself 
his literary steiilily, he did not hesitate to appropriate the pious 
phrases constantly repeated around him, which, atlhough derived 
from different systems, did not contradict one another. ' 

Place of Wnting The salutation from Babylon (v. 13) 
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would seem to indicate that the epistle was wiillen from the 
dt; on the Euphrates ; but from the times of Fapiiis and 
Clement of Alexandria many have interpreted Babylon as 
Rome, occoidii^ to the symbolism of the Book of Revelation 
f Rev. xiv. 8, xviii 2-10). The snbstitntion ofthese names may 
have been common among the Jews, and for some prudential 
reason the writer may have followed this practice. St. Peler, it 
is possible, proceeded to Babylon, where many Jews resided; 
and he may have visited Rome. Nothing, however, is known 
of his life after (he visit to Antioch, recorded in Galatians, and 
the travelling about with his wife, specified in I Corinthians 
(ix. S) ; or of his death, apart firom the reference in St. John's 
Gospel (xxi. 18, 19). By tradition, which became detailed as 
years and centuries passed, he did go to Rome, where he 
suffered martyrdom. Cleraeol of Rome associated the Apostle's 
name with St Paul's, but said nothing of a lesldence in the 
imperial city. Dionysius of Corinth (f(>r. 171), also associating 
ihe two Apostles, was the first to give specific information : 
' Both came to our Corinth and planted us as a Church there, 
both taught in Italy, and bore Him witness at the same time.' 
History can furnish no proof of St. Peter's Roman visit ; and 
too much importance may be attached lo a tradition which, 
though constant after it emerged, was certainly late of appearing 
in lileralure, and which may, perhaps, be traced to the 
Clementine Recognitions and Homilies, probably second century 
romances. This, however, may be affirmed, that if St, Peter 
composed the epistle we may suppose him to have been 
in Rome, and to have employed the name Babylon m the 
figurative sense in which he used the word dispersion. (,' To 
the elect sojoumeri of the dispersion,' accoifim^ vu ■&* deS*..

Destination, 'The elect sojourotrs of the dispereion in 
Pontiis, Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia and Bilhynia ' were probably 
Jewish CbristiaDs, since the term Dispersion denoted Jews 
beyond the limits of Palestine [compare John vii. 35, James i, 1), 
If the words he thus interpreted, it may be inferred that the 
writer was true (o the character of the Apostle to whom was 
committed ' the gospel of the circumcision,' though, for some 
reason, he adopted Pauline ideas and phrases in communicating 
with men among whom, as a class, the Apostle of the Gentiles 
was little revered. In spite of the address, however, il may be 
said that ' the elect sojourners' were not mainly Jews. There 
ore passages, indeed, which indicate Gentile readers : — ' Not 
fashioning yourseWes according to the former lusts in your 
ignorance ' (>. 14) ; ' For the time past of oui life may suFRce 
us to have wrought the will of the Gentiles' (iv. 3), {see also 
I. 18, ii. g, to, iii. 5). If, then, St, Peter wrote the epistle, we 
are forced to the conclusion that he addressed a communication 
to men, perhaps Jews, but more likely Gentiles, sojourning in 
regions in some of which St. Paul had laboured. 

Dale. The prophetic note ' the end of all things is at hand * 
(iv. 7), points 10 a time when the Messianic kingdom was still 
expected, as the enerdse of 'the gift' (iv. 10) indicates that* 
priBtitive condition of ministering had not disappeared.

The author made use □[ Romans and Ephesians ; and 
if these were the works of St. Paul, the]', of course, preceded 
his death. The time of that death, however, is unknown, 
though il is a fashion with many recent critics to name jS A.D. 
On the other hand, St. Peter's association in later life with St. 
Paul, his residence in Rome, and the year and circumstance of 
his death, having no verification in history, fiimish no due to 
the dale of the composition of the epistle. Different theories 
of the date have been huili on the chcumstances which (he 
wfriting reveals. The Christians were subject to temptations 
(i. 6] involving searches made for them (v. 8), formal trials (ili. 
15), and reproaches for the name of Christ, with sufferings as 
Christians (iv. 14- 16). This pcisecution, we are told, points to 
an impeiial procedure in Veapaaian'}. or Domitian's, or Trajan's 
reign- Each reign has had its advocates, and there are others 
who maintain that the persecution took place in the time of 
Nero. Milton, in A Dtfence of tht PcepU of EHgtand, wrote :— 
■ But il is not certain that this epistle was writ in Nero's reign : 
it is as likely to have been in Claudius's time.' The upholders of 
the theory of the Petrine authorship of the letter are required to 
conclude that it was written before the reign of Vespasian, since 
il is unlikely that St. Peter's life stretched so late into the century. 

Characterislits. In i Peter there is no trace of that 
controversy between Jew and Gentile which called forth 
Galatians and other New Testament writings. The author, 
however, was a Paulinisl in the sense that to his Ihinkii^ 
Christianity had no national exelniiveness, and felt no prejudice 
for Jew or Ceolile, St Pelet, to sftppiMfttaiafti'i «!.**«. *««--i 



of God. If any man speak, lei him speak as the oiaclcs of God ; 
if any man ministei, let him do it as of the ability which God 
givGth ; that God in all things may be gloriHed through Jesus 
Christ' (iv. lo, II). 

The difficulties surrounding the theory of the Petrine author- 
ship are grave, but there is no impediment to the conjecture 
that St. Peter was a man to write this address on conduct ; and, 
ceasing lo trouble about dates and authorship, and passing from 
criticism to religion, we do not en if we take (he epbtle as a 
guide to action amidst the trials of life, as a Christian hand-book 
to righteousness. 'Wherefore gird up the loins of your mind?' 
he wrote— and the words illustrile the teaching which made for 
Christian manliness — 'be sober, and hope to the end for the 
grace that is to be brought unto you at the revelation of Jesus 
Chrbt ; as obedient children, not fashigning yoaisehes accord- 
ing to the former lusts in your ignorance : but as he which hath 
called you is holy, so be ye holy in all manner of conversation ' 
{'■ IJ-'S) The writer did not forget that his readers were to be 
subjected to severe trial, and to strengthen them he showed them 
the dignity of their experience. They were happy, if Ihey 
Boffered for righteonsnEss' sake (iii. 14). They were called lo 
suffering, 'because Christ also suffered for us, leaving us an 
example' (ii. 21). And there was a note of comfort and a sug- 
gestion of compensation in the words, 'he that hath suffered in 
the flesh hath ceased from sin ' (iv. 1). 

I Peter has been the subject of a commentary by Arch- 
bishop Letghton, which, according to Dean Stanley, 'alone of 
ondent Scottish works of theology is read on the south of the 
Aphorisms from this commentary formed the basis of 
idge's Aiiis tt Rijiectian. 
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SECOND PETER 

Authotship, In the judgment of the vast niajoiity of scholais 
the epistle was not wiitten by St. Peter. Noccfercncc to it is to 
be found in literature till the close of the second or the banning 
of the third century, and it is hardly conceivable that a genuine 
Petrine composition should have remained so long unrecog- 
nised. There is no doubt, however, that the author aaed the 
nameandauthority of St. Peter(i. I, 14, 15,16, iii. 1, 15), though 
in one place he failed lo identify himself as an Apostle {lit, 3, 
• throi^h your Apostles,' as in R.V. [. It is worthy of note that 
the references to (he Gospel narrative ate not, as might have 
t)een expected from a, witness to the resurrection, to the desth, 
resurrection, and ascension of Christ, but are to events in which 
St Peler had a part. The author evidently wrote as one assam- 
ing 3, name. But, further, any indications of time show that 
the writing was not the work of the Apostle. St. Paul's epistles 
are associa.ted with ' the other Scriptures ' (iii. 16) in a fashion 
impossible in the Apostolic nge, when they were neither collected 
nor generally recogni^ied as authoritative. The phrase 'since 
the fathers fell asleep' (iii. 4) could not have beea used, nor l~ 
descriplionsof the false teachers made (ii, i)in that Bge. 
fitlse teachers, it is true, were to come (ii. 1, iii. 3), but 
the less were described as living (ii. 10), A hitther proof of I 
non-Pelrine authorship may be found in the fact that the n 
had before him Judc, and, perhaps, Hebrews and Ja 
Scholars very generally agree that Jude was anterior

author of I I'elei could not have wiitten the second epistle, 
unless he had passed from a simple and direct lo a rhetorical 

and laboured style. 

To avoid a charge of foi^ery i^aiost the author, the theory 
has been fDiined that St. Peter, late in life, wrote the letter ; bat 
this theory does not remove the diflicuUies. The suggestion that 
the writing was Petrine, and that the second chapter was in- 
terpolated, is Qf ao value, since that chapter does not differ 
from the others in style. The conclusion is, indeed, inevitable 
that Si. Peter did not write the epistle. The author, however, 
whose name is uoknown, need not be accused of forgery ; in an 
age when books like the Gospel and the Apocalypse of Peter 
were produced, he simply followed a recognised literary custom 
and anutned a name. 

Place Ot Writing A lllerary association, exemplified in the 
description of the transfiguration, exists between the epistle and 
the Apocalypse of Peler, which in all ptobibiiity was produced 
in £gypl> There is, (oo, an aiiiaity of thought and phrase be- 
tween Ule epistle and certain of the writings of Philoaad Clement 
of Alexandria. The suggestion is accordingly plausible that 
a Peter was composed in Egypt. Asia Minor, Jcrosalem 
and Rome have each been named by ualoni advocates of the 
Petrine authorship. 

Ue^tiuatioii. The epistle was addressed 'to them that have 
obtained like precious &iih with us,' to men, it may be supposed. 
who resided in or near Palestine, where St Peter laboured. Tbe 
conjecture, however, that the Apostle was not the author, i 
that the address was simply a. lilctat^ icuxtu

Date. The indications of time in the writing itself, the attack 
on the false teachers, who were piobably Gnostics, adding moral 
to intellectual vagaries, the associaiion with the Apocalypse of 
Peter, and the references in literatare of the early part of the 
third century, auggesl the years 150-175 A.n. as a period to 
which the epistle may he assigned. 

Characteristics The Gnostics, here introduced as the &Jse 
teachers, claimed to have superior knowledge, and the writer in 
attacking them lays emphasis on knowledge (i. 1, 3, 6, 8, iii. 18), 
which he makes the principle of salvation (i. 3, 4}, This pcesenia' 
lion of the nature of salvation, which was also found in St. John's 
Gospel and other Christian writings, iliusU^ted the Hellenic 
influence on Christian thought. It was not, however, foi their 
chaiacterisEic doctrines, hut for their denial of the Second Advent, 
that these teachers were attacked. They were not the first to 
trouble the Church with heresies, and the writer finding in 
Jude denunciatioDS, which perhaps were forgotten or unknown, 
practically incorporated that epistle, and by additions adapted i[ 
to his use. The author of l Peter had declared that 'the 
end of all things is at hand,' and the seer in Revelation, with 
glowing vision, had pictured a millennium ; but, though the 
words had been spoken, Jesus as the Messiah had not returned 
to establish a kingdom on the earth. Was, then, the faiib in the 
Second Advent nothing but vanity ? Scoffers appeared, and they 
cried, 'Where is the promise of His coming?' These men mast 
be silenced, and the writer of the epistle answered them in 
solemn words, 'One day is with the Lord as a thousand years,' 
and, again, 'The Lord Is not slack concerning His promise'; 
luidlie added, 'The day of the Lord will come as a thief in the 
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n^t.' The writer was Dot (be last in the Chaich, only the last 
□f the Canonical writers, to express the faith that had animated 
the believers in Jesus as the Messiah who was to establish a 
kingdom on the earth. That faith was an inheritance from the 
Jews, but the Church wilh its large Gentile element was learning 
that Jesus was more than the Messiah of Jewish imagination and 

The notable literary characteristic of this epistle is the adapta- 
tion of Jude. On the theolf^ical side it is marked by the absence 
of all reference to the prominent doctrines of Christianity. It 
is not, however, deficient in practical religious advice j and there 
is one outstanding admonition, beginning wilh the words, ' add 
to your laith virtue ' (i. 5), which is at once an aid to conduct 
n ideal of Christian character.

He may, however, have been the 
Jude named with James among the brethren of Cluist (Mark vL

importance from the fact that Qement of Alexaudiia declared 
that Jutle had ptiipheticnlly described Carpocrates. If tha 
w(itln|[ first appeared in the second century it could not 
coutM be the work of Jude, the brother of the Lord. It 
declared, however, tiy ceitaio critics that the characleriatics

Cotossuuis, or the Nicolaitans of the Apocalypse, and reveal the 
spiritoal degradation and moral corruption of some particular 
Christian community which existed in the lifetime of Jode, the 
brother of James. 

Place of Writing. No definite conclusion can be reached 
as to the place from which the epistle emanated. If written bjr 
Jude, the brother of the Lord, it must have beeti composed in 
Palestine, perhaps in Jerusalem itself. If Carpocralians were 
assailed, then Alexandria was probably the pUce ; and if 
Gnostics were attacked, Egypt, Sffia or Palestine, where they 
f]anri!ihed, may be named. 

Destination There is no indication in the epistle of the 
locality to which it was sent, though bf ingeaions critidsin the 
Church of Antioch has been suEgested. A paiaJlel may be 
drawn between the Corinthians suid the persons addressed by 
Jude, Then it is argned that the Church of Antioch was 
likely to be subjected to the spiritual dangers encountered by 
the Corinthians; and as it was in touch with Jerusalem (Acts 
XV. t ; Gal. ii. 12), it was a place which Jude could readily 
address. It is mere conjecture, however, which names Antioch 
in this conoeetion, and nothing definite can be alEtmed regard- 
ing the destination of the letter. 

Dale The words, ' the faiih which was once delivered unto 
'(v. 3), atid 'remember ye the words which were 
.en before of the Apostles of our Lord Jesus Christ ' (v. 17), 
id atleDtion.

Mich^iel contending with tlie devil. From aaother ApocrTpha 
work, 'Tbe Book of Enoch,' Jude quoted the words of prophecy 
spoken by the patriarch ; and to it he was indebted for many 
phrases, as is shown by a lecently-discoTered Greek text of part 
of that work. The use of Jewish fables cast doubt, for a con- 
siderable time, on the right of the epistle to be included in the 
New Testament. Thus Jerome wrote : 'Jude, the brother of 
James, left a small epistle . . . and because in it he takes a, 
tesliinony from the Book of Enoch, which is Apocryphal, it is 
rejected by mosL' The theory of the Apostolic origin, however, 
ultimately triumphed, and the epistle found a place in the 
canon of the New Testiment. 

No characteristic religious or ethical doctrine gives a special 
value to Jude, but the nuyesty of the thought and style of the 
lasi verses has made them a bvonrite dtaalagj in the Chris- 
tian Church.

For when God made promise to Abraham, because 
he could swear by no greater, he sware by himself, 

» iaying. Surely blessing I will bless thee, and multi- 
plying I will multiply thee. And so, after he had 
patiently endured, he obtained the promise. For 
men verily swear by the greater : and an oath for 
confirmation ii to them an end of all strife. Wherein 

as God, willing more abundantly to shew unto the heirs 
of promise the immutability of his counsel, confirmed 
il by an oath : that by two immutable things, in 
which it vim impossible for God to lie, wc might] 
liaTC a itTong consolation, who have fled for refuj

to lay hold upon the hope set before us : which h>pe fdeUfits». 
we have aa an anchor of the soul, both sure and dec and 
Bledfast, and which entereth into thatwiihin the veil; Ciritt 
whither the forerunner is for ua entered, even Jeaus, 
made an high priest for erer after the order ofs 
Mclchisedec. 

" For thia Melchisedec, king of Salem, priest of the 
most high God, who met Abraham returning from 
the slaughter of the kingn, and blessed him ; to 
whom also Abraham gave a tenth part of bII ; first la 
being by interpretation King of righteousneaa, and 
after that alao King of Salem, which ia. King of 
peace ; without father, without mother, without 
deecent, having neither beginning of days, nor end 
of life ; but made like unto the Son of God ; abideth ij 
a priest continually. 

Now consider how great this man 111111, unto whom 1 

eren the patriarch Abraham gave the tenth of the 
spoils. And verily they that are of the sons of Levi, 
who receive the office of the priesthood, have a » 
commandment to take tithes of the people according 
to the law, that ia, of their brethren, though they 
come out of the loins of Abraham : but he whose 
descent is not counted from them received tithes of 
Abraham, and blessed him that had the promises, »s 
And without all contradiction the less is blessed of 
the better. And here men that die receive tithes ; 
but there he rccnveth ihtm, of whom it is witnessed 



Pei-feciiott that he liveih. And as I may so say, Levi i 
efihtNi-o) receiveth tithes, pajred tithes in Abraham. For bM 
Covaanl was yet in the loins of his father, when Mekhisedec 

s If therefore perfection were by the Lcvitica] 
priesthood, (for under it the people received the law,) 
what further need •zu/ij there that another priest should 
rise after the order of Melchisedec, and not be called 
after the order of Aaron ? For the priesthood being 

lo changed, there is made of neccKsity a change also of 
the law. For he of whom these things are spoken 
pertaineih to another tribe, of which no man gave 
attendance at the altar. For <V is evident that our 
Lord sprang out of Judah ; of which tribe Mosel 

IS Spake nothing coQcerning priesthood. And it is yel 
far more evident : for that after the similitude of 
Mekhisedec there ariteth another priest, who is mad^. 
not after the law of a carnal commandment, but a' 
the power of an endless life. For he testifii

And they truly were many priests, because they 
were not suffered to continue by reason of death : s 
but this man, because he continueth ever, bath an 
unchangeable priesthood. Wherefore he is able also 
to save them to the uttermost that come unto God 
by him, seeing he ever liveth to make intercessioo 
for them. m 

For such an high priest became us, wfio it holy, 
harmless, undeiiled, separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens ; who needeth not daily, as 
those tigh priests, to offer up sacrifice, first for his 
own sins, and then for the people's; for this he did i; 
once, when he offered up himself. For the law 
maketh men high ])riests which have infirmity ; but 
the word of the oath, which was since tfa« law, 
mahth the Sonj who is consecrated for evermore.

* Now of the things which we have spoken iMs h » 
the sum : We have such an high priest, who is set 
on the right hand of the throne of the Majesty in 
the heavens ; a minister of the sanctuary, and of the 
true tabernacle, which the Lord pitched, and not man.

/or ui. For if the blood of bulls and of goats, and 

lo the ashes of an heifer sprinkling the unclean, 

sanccilieth to the purifying of the flesh : how much 

more shall the blood of Christ, who through the 

eternal Spirit offered himself without spot to God, 

Eurge your conscience from dead works to serve the 
ving God ? 
And for this cause he is the mediator of the new 
testament, that by means of death, for the redemption 
of the transgressions that were under the first 
testament, they which are called might receive the 

aa promise of eternal inheritance. For where 

ment is, there must also of necessity be the death of 
the testator. For a testament is of force after men) 
are dead : otherwise it is of no strength at all whilei 
the testator liveth. Whereupon neither the firit 

"s Ititament was dedicated without blood. For when 
Moses had spoken every precept to all the people 
according to the law, he took the blood of calves 
and of goats, with water, and scarlet wool, and 
hyssop, and sprinkled both the book, and all 
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people, saying, This is the bJood of the testament Cirifl'fi 
which Cod bath enjoioed unto you. Moreover he Minittr^^ 
Bprinkled with blood both the tabernacle, and all the jfiove 
vcasels of the ministry. And almost all things are 
by the law purged with blood; and without shedding 5 
ofblood is no remission. 

It nuat therefore necessary that the patterns of 
things in the heavens should be purified with these ; 
but the heavenly things themselves with better sacri- 
ficea than these. For Christ is not entered into the lo 
holy places made with hands, tuhinh are the figures 
of the true; but into heaven Itself, now (o appear in 
the presence of God for us : nor yet that he should 
offer himself often, as the high priest entereth into 
the holy place every year with blood of others \ for ij 
then must he often have suffered since the foundation 
of the world : but now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away sin by the sacrifice of 
himself. And as it is appointed unto men once to 
die, but after this the judgment : so Christ was once la 
offered to bear the sins of many ; and unto them that 
look for him shall he appear the second lime without 

* For the law having a shadow of good things to 
come, and not the very image of the things, can never ij 
with those sacrifices which they offered year by year 
continually make the comers thereunto perfect.

Having therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into 
the holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a new and living 
way, which he hath consecrated for us, through the 
veil, that is to say, his flesh ; and having an high 10 
priest over the house of God ; let us draw near with 
a true heart in full assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, and our 
bodies washed with pure water. Let us hold fast 
the profession of our faith without wavering ; [for he '5 
(/faithful that promised;) and let us consider one 
another to provoke unto love and to good works : 
not forsaking the assembling of ourselves together, as 
the manner of some (j; but exhorting oai another! 
and so much the more, as ye see the day " 
approaching. 

For if we sin wilfully after that we have received 
the knowledge of the truth, there rcmaineth no more 
aacrilice for sins, but a certain fearful looking for of 
judgment and 6ery indignation, which shall devour >i 
the adversaries. He that despised Moses' law died 
without mercy under two or three witnesses : of how

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e Re- worthy, who hath trodden under foot the Son of 

upaiic God, and hath counted the blood of the coveaant. 

Faith wherewith he was sanctified, an unholy thing, and 

hath done despite unto the Spirit of grace ? For we 

^ know him that hath eaid. 

Vengeance helangcth unto me, 
I will recompense, saith the Lord. 
And again. 

The Lord shall judge his people. 
" /( // a fearftil thing to fall into the hands of the 
living God. 

But call to remembrance the former days, in which, 
after ye were illuminated, ye endured a great fight of 
afflictions ; partJy, whilst ye were made a gazinggiocic 
'^ both by reproaches and amictions ; and partly, whilst 
ye became companions of them that were bo used. 
For ye had compassion of me in my bonds, and took

• Now faith is the subatanee of thiags hoped for, the Trials and 
evidence of things not seen. For by ic the elders 2Wum^ii«<l 
obtained a good report. af Fa ' 

Through faith we understand that the worlds were 
framed by the word of God, so that things which are s 
seen were not made of things which do appear. 

By faith Abel offered unto God a more excellent 
sacrifice than Cain, by which he obtained witness 
that he was righteous, God testifying of his gifts ; 
and by it he being dead yet speaketh. '° 

By faith Enocii was translated that he should not 
see death ; and was not found, because God had 
translated him : for before his translation he had this 
testimony, that he pleased God. But without faith 
il ii impossible to please Urn: for he that cometh to '5 
God must believe that he is, and that he is a re- 
warder of them that diligendy seek him. 

By faith Noah, being warned of God of things 
not seen as yet, moved with tear, prepared an ark to 
the saving of his house ; by the which he condemned '° 
the world, and became heir of the righteousness which 
IB by faith.

of Faith Through faith a i so Sara herself received strength 
to conceive seed, and was. delivered of a child when 
i she was past age, because she judged him faithfiil 

► who had promised. Ttierefore eprang there cTen of 

one, and him as good as dead, lo many as the stars of 
the sky in multitude, aad as the sand which is by the 
sea shore innumerable, 
■o These all died in faith, rot having received the 
promises, but having seen them afar off, and were 
persuaded of them, and embraced ikcirtt and confessed 
that they were strangers and pilgrims on the earth. 
For they that say such things declare plainly that 
IS they seek a country. Aad truly, if they had been 
mindful of that counlry from whence they came out, 

I they might have had opportunity to have returned.

By faith Joseph, when he died, made mention ofe/Fait, 
the departing of the children, of Israel ; and gave 
commandment concerning his bones. 5 

Bj faith Moses, when he was born, was hid three 
months of his parents, because they saw Ik teas a 
proper child ; and they were not afraid of the king's 
commandment. 

By faith Moses, when he was come to years, re- w 
fused to be called the son of Pharaoh's daughter ; 
choosing rather to suffer affliction with the people of 
God, than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season ; 
esteeming the reproach of Christ greater riches than 
the treasures in Egypt : for te had respect unto the "5 
recompence of the reward. 

By faith he forsook Egypt, not fearing the wrath 
of the king : for he endured, as seeing him who is 
invisible.

5 kingdoms, wrought righteousDcss, obtained promises, 
stopped the mouths of lions, quenched the Tiolencc 
of fire, escaped the edge of the sword, out of weak- 
ness were made strong, waxed valiant in light, turned, 
to flight the armies of the alieos. Women received 
lo their dead raised to life again: and others 

tortured, not accepting deliverance ; that they might 
obtain a better resurrection : and others had trial of 
cruel mockings and scourgings, yea, moreover of bonds, 
and imprisonment: they were stoned, they were sawn 
15 aBunder, were tempted, were slain with the sword;

Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, striving 1 

against sin. And ye have forgotten the exhonatioo 
which speaketh unto you aa unto children. My son, 
despise not thou the chastening of the Lord, nor faint m 
when thou art rebuked of him: for whom the Lord 
loveth he chasteneth, and scourgcth every son whom 
he receiveth. If ye endure chastening, God dealcth 
with you aa with sons; for what son is he whom the 
father ehaeteneth not \ But if ye be without chas- 15 
lisement, whereof all are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons.
